An 


HE big question mark against the 
tentative agreement for Communist 
and UN liaison officers to meet today at 
Pan Mun Jom is whether it is likely to 
pave the way for new and definite pro- 
gress in the quest for an armistice 
arrangement in Korea. There have 
been so many previous promises and 
so little fulfilment that it is necessary 
to be cautious in estimating the 
possibilities of achievement. That the 
Communists, in part, have accepted 
General Ridgway’s latest proposals for 
resumption of talks, indicates that they 
wish to leave the door open for further 
negotiations.

Instead he took the 
wrong turning. He never 
understood the strength of 
Britain, nor the long-enduring 
qualities of {sland resistance and 
sea~power. Thus he marched to 
1uin, Hibs great roads will re- 
maln 3 monument to his personal 
power and long reign. 


Crowning error 
in strategy 


T this time Hitler made a 

crowning error’ in strategy

Without any suggestion

Mr Jenkins is a stout ad- 
vocate of regional theatres for 
the blg Midland centres. They 
would help to bridge the’ in- 
evitable gap between  high- 
class West End productions and 
the “weekly rep" which is 
threalening to kill the theatre 
proper outside London. 

The Manchester group has 
nevertheless been able to 
recure a good company for Its 
season. The opening play is 
Shaw's “Man and Superman.”

Tokyo, Oct. 10. 

Prime Minister Shigeru 
Yoshida will ask the special 
Diet session, which was con- 
vened today, for speedy rati- 
fication of the Japanese 
peace treaty and the US. 
Japan bilateral security 
pact. 


Ratification of both treaties 
is a foregone conclusion be- 
‘cause of Premier Yoshida’s 
Liberal Party's overwhelming 
majority in the Diet, but the 
opposition parties are expected 
to devote a lot of time to 
oratory in connection with them 
as the groundwork for political 
activities after Japan regains 
sovereignty. 

The Socialists, in particular, 
although with only 45 members 
in the 466-man House of 
Representatives and 61 mem- 
bers in the 250-man House of 
Councillors, will centre thelr 
attack on the bilateral pact be- 
cause it means retention of 
American troops in Japan. 

Pelitical observers said the 
Socialists took an inconsistent 
position when, as a means to 
effect a compromise between the 
party left and right wingers, they 
voled last we:k fo support the 
peace treaty but oppose he 
security treaty. 


DEMOCRATS’ SUPPORT 


These observers said the peace 
treaty carries a provisicn for the 
presence of foreign troops in 
Japan for Japanese security. 

The Democrats, No. 2 party in 
the all-powerful House of Repre- 
sentailves with 66 seats next to 
the Liberals 284, will - suppor! 
ratification of both treaties. But 
they will demand a clarificaticn 
that the security treaty carries 
wo secret clauses. 


Members of both Houses were 
scheduled to complete their 
organisation today and est the 
special session for 40 days. 

Emperor Hirohito will offt- 
cially open the session at a 
joint meeting of both’ Houses in 
the House of Councillors cham- 
ber at 11 a.m, Thursday. In his 
rescript, the Emperor is expect- 
ed to ask the Dict to ratify the 
two treaties as the first conercte 
step toward the return of sover- 
eignty to Japan.
